The specification is objected to as failing to provide proper antecedent basis for 
the claimed subject matter. See 37 CFR 1.75(d)(1) and MPEP § 608.01 (o). Correction 
of the following is required: the specification does not disclose the feature "an exposure 
dose for a non-pixel region is increased as compared with an exposure dose for a pixel 
region", as recited in 20. 

The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1.83(a). The drawings must show 
every feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the recited feature 
"non-pixel region" of claim 20 must be shown or the feature(s) canceled from the 
claim(s). No new matter should be entered. 

Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in 
reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended 
replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate 
prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure 
number of an amended drawing should not be labeled as "amended."

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claim 18 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Kang et al 
(US 5,464,669) cited by Applicant. 

Note Example 1 which identically discloses the claimed method comprising the 
step of exposing a molecular alignment film formed on each of said first and second 
substrates to a polarized ultraviolet radiation (col. 4, lines 20-36). It is noted that the 
features recited in the preamble has not been given patentable weight because it has 
been held that a preamble is generally not accorded any patentable weight where it 
merely recites the purpose of a process or the intended use of a structure, and where 
the body of the claim does not depend on the preamble for completeness but, instead, 
the process steps or structural limitations are able to stand alone. See In re Hirao, 535 
F.2d 67, 190 USPQ 15 (CCPA 1976) and Kropa v. Robie, 187 F.2d 150, 152, 88 
USPQ478, 481 (CCPA 1951). 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
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the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claim 19 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Kang et 
al in view of Kwon et al (US 5,853,818). 

The only difference between Kang's method and that of the instant claim is Kang 
et al are silent about the feature "a plane of polarization of said polarized ultraviolet 
radiation coincides with a desired alignment direction of liquid crystal molecules 
constituting said liquid crystal layer". However, Kwon et al disclose that it is known to 
employ the above feature (col. 4, lines 15-18). Thus, it would have been obvious to a 
person of ordinary skill in the art to employ the above feature in Kang's method for the 
ease of aligning the liquid crystal molecules in the desired direction (the direction which 
is parallel to the polarization direction of the polarized ultraviolet radiation). 

Claim 20 is objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the 
base claim and any intervening claims. 

Claim 20 is allowed over the prior art because none of the prior art discloses or 
suggests a method as recited in claim 18 wherein "the step of exposing said molecular 
alignment film is conducted such that an exposure dose for a non-pixel region is 
increased as compared with an exposure dose for a pixel region". 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure.
